ORDER 


In the G. O. read as first paper above Government prescribed Account 
Test (Lower) as an obligatory test qualification for promotion to the post of 
Headmasters of Aided High / Training Schools. By the orders contained in 
the C. C. read as third paper the Headmasters who were actually holding 
the post on the date of issue of the above G.O. were exempted from passing 
the test. In the case of others they were given time till 11-6-1976 to pass the 
Account Test. In the G.O. read as second paper above two more chances 
were allowed for acquiring the Account Test (Lower) qualification . This 
extended period also has expired with effect from the date ofpublication of the 
second test conducted after 11-6-1976 .

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2. On a review of the position, Government find that while on the in 
troduction of K. E. R. Test, exemption from passing the test was given for 
a period of 8 years, the period of exemption for 3 years given in respect of 
Account Test (Lower) which is also a new test is comparatively short. The 
persons promoted as Headmasters during the period of exemption are all 
senior aged persons. There is a good number of Headmasters who have not 
yet been able to pass the test in full. If the period ofexemption is not extended , 
junior persons who have passed the test will get over them , which may ulti 
mately result in discontentment and disappointment in the ranks of Head 
masters. 

3. In the circumstances Government are pleased to extend the period 
of exemption from passing the Account Test ( Lower ) available to those hold 
ing the post of Headmasters of Aided High Training Schools on 11-6-1977 
for a further period of one year ie. till the results of the second test conducted 
after 11-6-1977 are published . This is subject to the following conditions : 

(1) The Headmasters should have passed K. E. R. for claiming the 
bencfit of this order . 


(2 ) No further extension will be given under any circumstance .

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Explanatory Note 


(This does not form part of the notification but is intended to indicate 
its general purport). 

In G. O. Ms. 108 /74 / G . Edn . dated 11-6-1974 the Government have 
prescribed Account Test (Lower ) conducted by the Kerala Public Service 
Commission as an obligatory qualification for promotion to the post of Head 
masters of Aided High and Training Schools. Two years exemption given 
for passing the test expired on 10-6-1976 . The Government in G. O. Ms. 46 / 
76 /G . Edn . dated 15-3-1976 allowed time for two more chances of appearance 
from 11-6-1976 . This period of exemption has also expired . Government 
have now decided that two more chances should be given to the Headmasters 
to pass the test . 

The present amendment is intended to give statutory validity to the above 
decision . 
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
